A BAD RUPTURE, 


The Silk Stocking Committee 
Loses Nearly Half Its Members, 


_ — 
———_— 


Exciting Scenes Incident to an Attempted 
Coup d’Etat—The Caucus at Which the 
Scheme was Arranged—No Prospect of 
Harmony. 


Had it not been that they held on with a grip of 
death by both hands and teeth, Messrs. Bulkley, 
Kinsky, Kirby, Andre and Tiedemann would yes- 
terday have been the victims of highway robbery, 
and their beloved property, which is known to 
fame and history as the Silk Stocking Committee, 
would have been wrenched from their possession. 
They are very tired to-day ,but itis the weariness of 
such a victory as comes only to men of mettle and 
of bottom. The arrangements for the assault 
which they survived yesterday were made, al- 
though the victims do not know it, at the corner 
of Fourth and Elm streets, where Mr. Spilling 
conducts a saloon. Mr. Spilling is an humble 
member of the Silk Stocking Committee, and rep- 
resents the First Ward, although he rarely figures 
in reports of the Committee meetings, owing to 
the constant eclipse to which he is subjected. 
At2o’clock yesterday afternoon in the rear part 
of Mr. Spiliing’s saloon there assembled th8 fol- 
lowing gevtiemen: Martin Henry, whom Mr. 
Spilling had commissioned as proxy in the com- 
mittee, for the First Ward; Peter Berger, Fifth 
Ward committeeman; Busby, committeeman 


elect from the Fourth Ward; Chas. Sperber, com- 
mitteeman of the Fifth Ward; Walter Brindle, 
committeeman from the Eighth Ward; a gentle- 
man, who is known to his friends as Fred. Kelly, 
who held a proxy from J. J. Fisher, of the Ninth 
Ward; Geo. Weissenberger, whe held Charles F. 
Schlapprizzi’s proxy for the Eleventh Ward; 
Wiliam ©, Thorn, committeeman from the 
Twelfth Ward; Heary Pius, committeeman from 
the Fourteenth Ward; W. H, Weber, committee- 
man from the Sixteenth Ward; Julius Rapp, com. 
initieeman from the Nineteenth Ward; Killian 
Frank, who holdsa standing proxy from Jobn 
Krauss of the Twenty-fourth Ward; J. Kaiser, a 
representative Republican ready to act as com- 
mitteeman for the Twenty-fifth Ward, and R. A. 
Hill, a colored man, who held tre proxy of Otto 
Dierberger, committeeman from the Twenty- 
seventh Ward. ‘lhe meeting organized by elect- 
ing Mr. Thorn Chairman, and Mr. 
Wiber, secretary. Mr. Brindle acted 
as the orator of the day, and in fervent phrase he 
told the wrongs to which the minority of the Silk 
Stocking Committee had been subjected by the 
aristocratic few, who are designated further up. 
HE BELIEVED 
thatthe interests of the party demanded har- 
mony,and he had no sympathy with the Silk 
Siocking policy of keeping open the breach, Look- 
ing aroungé him he saw, he said, fourteen gentle- 
inen, ali of whom were properly qualified to act as 
members of the Silk Stocking Committee, his own 
vote making fifteen. In order to test the gense 
of the gathering he would offer a resolu- 
tion, The resolution declared a_ desire 
on the part of the Silk Stocking 
Committee to hoid a conference with the Filley 
Comntittee, in order that a plan might be devised 
to harmonize all interests. The resolution was 
adopted by a unanimous _ vote, and 
as it was now nearly 3 o’clock, the caucus ad- 
journed, and its members went out in ones and 
LwWos, SO as not to attract attention.

Mr. Buikley said he remem- 
bered distinctly that Mr. Busche deelined to act 
at the last meeting because he belonged to the 
committee of twenty-eight. 
HE WAS EXCLUDED 

under the rules and under the call by which he 
was elected. Mr. Berger said that at last meet- 
ing Mr. Busche had expressed a delicacy about 
voting, but was permitted to vote 
nevertheless. Mr. Bulkley said that Mr. Ber- 
ger’s recollection was at fault also. Mr. Busche 
took the floor fora stubbornfight. He had 
answered to roll-call at last meeting, but when.a 
certain matter came up he had deciined to vote 
because he was a member of another committee. 
He said that Bulkley himself had requested him 
to remain and vote, and he didn’t know why Mr. 
Bulkley should go back on him now. Mr. Brindle 
moved that Mr. Busche be declared member from 
the Fourth Ward, and would like to see how Mr. 
Bulkley was going to disfranchise him. 
Mr. Bulkley said he was glad the ques- 
tion had come up in this shape, 
because the committee would now have achance 
to see how many double-barreled members it had, 
Mr. Busche was on record in the public press—

Mr. Bulkley looked disdainfully at the speaker, 
and went on to say that Mr. Busche was on record 
as having signed the “all for harmony” agree- 
ment.

He came out and announced the result tothe 
waiting crowd, then moved down stairs. A 
moment later Mr. Brindle rushed out and followed 
him. Then came Mr. Kinsky, who with the re- 
mark that he was on the warpath, dashed down 
stairs, brushing back his hairas  heran.

It would be a surrender to the leechers, 
who, in 1882, bad absorbed $30,000 of the candi- 
dates’ money, while the committee had used only 
$2,300. Mr. Kirby talked tothe same effect, and the 
resolution was referred to the executive com- 
mittee. With a request that the chairman call no 
more of these soul-harrowing meetings unless 
absolutely nécessary, the committee adjourned in , 
a jubilant state of mind, over their victory over 
the crowd that had assailed them. The proxies 
dispersed somewhat depressed at the miscarriage 
of the coup d’etat, and when Mr. Pinswent home 
acouple of hours later, he was bleeding as though 
he had run against McKinsky somewhere. 


STRIMING COAL MINERS. 


Three Hundred Men Out in an Ohio Districts 
—Hocking Valicy Miners. 


CANTON, UHIO, February 20.—Abont three 


hundred miners employed in the mines along the 
Connotton Valley Railway have been outon a 
strike since the 15th, against a reduction of 10 
cents then made. The Salinesville distrjet oper- 
atofs were reduced on January 15tb, and no strike 
occurred, The New York and Ohio Coal Company 
foliowed last week, and the miners are out as 
stated. These reductions have been made in an- 
ticipation of the annual reductions in other ais- 
tricts, and the strike is against reducing before 
March 1, when the Hocking Valley mines, which 
commonly sets the standard of wages for most of 
the Ohio districts, will reduce wages 15 or 20 cents 
per ton, to what is Known in the trade as summer 
rates, No serious strike is expected then, as the 
ge in the rate is according to custom.

Keifer Testifies Regarding His

The Secretary of War Notifies the Flood 


Sufferers That He Can Only Give Them

tions have been made to the Secretary of War for 
assistance out of the relief fund in reéstablishing 
dweilings destroyed by the flood. The Secretary 
askg that public notification be madein the 
newspapers of the Associated Press, particularly 
in those which may reach the flooded districts, 
that he is not authorized by law to use any part 
of the fund for that purpose. He is only author- 
ized to distribute subsistence, stores, clothing 
and other personal necessities. Such teuts as 
can be furnished from the steres of the army, 
whicb are not many, will be furnished through 
Gen. Beckwith at Cincinnati, and all applicants, 
therefore, will be referred to him.

It was currently reported on the streets to-day 
that Mrs. F. W. Paramore, nee Hazeltine, had 
died shortly after 10 o’clock this morning. The 
report was a false one, as Mrs. Paramore is still 
alive, though in a very dangerous condition. The 
fact that this much esteemed lady had given 
birth toa sonon St. Valentine’s day has been a 
matter a matter of society news since, it was not 
generally known that the lady became seriously 
ill shortly afterward until last evening, when it 
was anhonnced that she had fallen very low and 
her recovery was doubtful. Those who called at 
Mrs, Paramore’s residence, of the corner of 
Chestnut street and Ewing avenue this morning, 
were prevented from making a personal visit by 


a placard on the door requesting them not to ring 
the bell, and containing the information, 
“Mr, Paramore is seme . Obetier this 
morning, thank you. The doctors are hopeful.” 
Ati o’clock this afternoon Drs, Comstock and 
Gundlach met at the residence of Mrs. Paramore 
and held a consultation, which lasted an hour. 
When Dr. Comstock emergea from the house a 
Post-DisPatTcH reporter Iearned from him that 
Mrs. Paramore was in a very critical condition; 
that she was suffering from puerperal fever and 
intestinal Catarrb. “She has a very ™ ¢ fever,” 
said the doctor, “but with good care 1 think we 
can bring ber through.” 

“When did the fever set in?’’ 

“Two days afier the birth of her ehild.” 

1t is said that Mrs. Paramore was quite well 
during the two days succeeding St. Valentine’s 
Day; so well, in fact,that she sat up and address- 
ed a large number of handsome birth-cards to her 
particular friends, but that she 
overestimated her strength, and the de- 
lightful task of the young mother was 
the cause of a relapse which brought on the fever 
sheis now suffering from. Dr, Comstock was 
asked if this was the cause of Mrs. Paramore’s 
iliness. He said he didn’t believe there was any- 
thing in that story, and rather scouted the idea. 
The announcement that she is likely to recover 
will be gratifying news to the many friends 
who are pow very much alarmed over 
the reports of her cdéndition. Should Mrs. 
Paramore’s illness prove fatal St. Louis would 
lose one of its fairest daughters. As Miss Neilie 
Hazeltine, Mrs, Paramore bad a reputation the 
country over as being the beile of St. Louis. She 
wasavery beautiful girl,and developed intoa 
rarely beautiiul woman. At one time it was re- 
ported that Hon. Samuel Tilden and Miss Hazel- 
tine was engaged to be married, 
and this report made Miss  Hazel- 
tine a national figure, Mrs. Paramore 
is attended by her husbana’s mother, her. own 
mother not baving returnea from New York yet.

AN OLD HERMIT’S SUICIDE. 


John Miller Blows Out His Brains—A Dam- 
age Suit— Be lieville News, 

John Miller, an old man who for years past led 
a hermit’s life inan old hut near the village of 
Freeburg, committed suicide shortly before noon 
to-day by placinga loaded shotgun under his 
chin and sending the contents of both barrels 
through his head. Death resulted imestantly.

Coroner Bader 
left for Freeburg this afternoon and heid the in- 

uest.

When Adelina Patti first stepped on the stage 
last nightin a beautiful costume, and when she 
appeared again in the last half of the second act 
in the daintiest and loveliest of dresses, a hum of 
admiration passed through the audience, and 
such expressions as “What diamonds!” “Arep’t 
they beautiful!” and “I wonder what they are 
worth!” were heard on all sides from the 
ladies. A diamond expert who was sitting

The stones 
are pure white solitaires aud the whole piece of 
jewelry is one of the finest in existence. 
The locket which bung from her neck was a gift 
of Queen Victoria, while the exquisite solitaire 
ring she had on her finger, was presented to her 
by the Baroness Burdett-Coutts, and both of them 
are of immense value. The diamond bracelet 
which sparkled ons iher wrist was 
given her by the committee of 
the Birmingham festival, which was composed of 
the chief manufacturers of England, and is worth 
& small fortune in itself. is is only one of 
twenty-three diamond bragelets which the diva 
owns. Another lovely jewel which was 
especially noticeable in the last haif of the second 
act Was tle diamond comb which was fastened in 
her hair. This is a gift from the 
UNFORTUNATE EMPRESS EUGENIE, 
and is composed of twenty-three clear stones, 
the whole piece ‘being valued at $10,000. 
The pair of earrings and one of the bracelets are 
historical. They are souvenirs of the greatest 
triumph of the prima donna’s career, Some ten 
or twelve years ago, it will be remembered, Patti 
sang before the great rulers of Europe, 
the Emperors of Germany, Kussia, 
aud Austria, and after the performance, as a me- 
mento of the occasion the delizhted Kings pre 
seuted ber with a set consisting of a diamond 
brooch, earrings and bracelet, She 
counts them among her most val- 
uable treasures. Besides the diamonds 
however, which were worn last evening, the ru- 
Dies and emeralds caused especial admiration 
aud comment and were superb. She has 
TWO RUBY JEWELS 

which are said to be the finest in existence. 
One of :them is a pure pigeon blood-stone 
given to her ’ Mr. Hall of 
Covent Garden, andthe other is the exquisite 
ruby star with diamond poitits presented to her 
by Alfred Rothschild. The display of jewels last 
uight Was not a third of what the fortunate sonz- 
bird possesses,as she does not take nearly al! with 
her. The larger part of them are left in safe keep- 
ing in New York, and several valuable stones are 
stowed away in London. The most valuable of 
ali, which has been brought to this country only 
once,is the “Catherine” diamond,given ner by the 
Empress of Russia. Its weight is 36 carats and 
its value is variously estimated at between 830,000 
and $40,000.

Some publishers of country newspapers 
have been misled as to the purpose and ef- 


fect of the proposed law to protect news. 


gathering enterprise with a copyright of one 
day’s duration. It is not intended aq a blow 
at country newspapers or to deprive them of 
any privilege which they now enjoy. Such 
of them as are near enough to procure and re- 
publish copyrighted specials within the 
twenty-four hours after their first publica- 
tion will be permitted to do so by giving the 
proper credit. The whole object and oper- 
atian of the law will be to protect genuine 
and costly journalistic enterprise from a form 
of piracy which can not be profitably prac- 
ticed to a serious extent anywhere but in 
large cities. 

A morning paper, for instance, begins to 
come out before day with important news 
obtained and telegraphed by its own corre- 
spondents at great expense. On the in- 
creased sales resulting from the excitement 
caused by that news it relies for its reward. 
But as the law now stands a rival journal, 
which has not paid a cent for that news, can 
at once with modern fast presses flood 
the market withthe goods stelen from its 
neighbor. Alert correspondents can tele- 
graph it off for publication the same morn- 
ing in twenty different cities. Thus twenty 
or thirty rich and prosperous newspapers 
enjoy with comparatively no expense all the 
fruits of another’s labor, skill and expendi- 
ture. The wrong is as obvious here asin 
any case of theft or piracy, and the im- 
mediate and yery demoralizing effect is 
the establishment in all our larger cities of 
Cheap John sheets that expect to thrive by 
uniting this sort.of villainy with social and 
political blackmail and the general morality 
of a sea-coast wrecker. 

The afternoon paper which employs a 
great staff of alert and accomplished corre- 
spondents and reporters and expends large 
sums of money every day to fill its succes- 
sive editions with news from all parts of the 
world, is especially exposed to injury from 
this sort of depredation. Tocheck that; and 
that alone, is the object of the proposed 
limited copyright law. Its operation will 
be confined to the larger cities, and 
will simply secure to each publisher the 
right to market his own goods in his own 
city for one day, and to impose a share of 
the cost on those who publish his specials 
in other cities on the same day. 

The want of such a law discourages genu- 
iné newspaper enterprise, and its enactment 
will remove a great bar to the progress and 
intyrovement of journalism. The demand 
for it rests on.nrecisely those considerations 
of justice and sound public policy which for- 
bid one merchant to steal a rival’s custom- 
ers by stealing part of his goods and offering 
them far below cost. The newspapers inthe 
country and in the smaller cities are not en- 
gaged in any such business, and cannot be, 
to any harmful extent, and the bill is not 
aimed at them at all.

ART IN HIGH LIFE. 

WE regret to notice that Mrs. MACKAY’S 
failure to appreciate MEISSONIER’S por- 
trait of herself has led to some discussion as 
to the American standard of art. Mr. 
MEISSONIER labored under the delusion 
that because his pictures have been adm ired 
by such eminent counoisseurs as BrLu VAN- 
DERBILT and the late A. JT, Stewart, he is, 
therefore, beyond criticism, but our plucky 
and spirited countrywoman has set out to 
teach him his mistake. His refusal to paint 
her portrait as she wished ft, with all of her 
diamonds on at once, and with an imperial 
coronation robe about her graceful form, 
her pet poodle in the foreground and the 
Arc de Triumph in the background, led this 
acute lady to suspect that maybe he was not 
what he was cracked up tobe. He had his 
innings when he painted the “picter,” and 
she had hersin turn, She first refused to 
pay for it on the ground that MrissonrIeR 
had failed tocatch her expression. When 
the prejudiced French courts compelled her 
to pay forit, she handed over her checks, 
took the picture and burned it up. 

This vindicates the fundamental Ameri- 
can art idea that taste is based on money, 
and that anybody who has a million of dol- 
lars is a judge of.paintings, Aslong as Mrs. 
MACKAY wielded the persuasive birch-rod 
or trifled with the wash-board in the mining 
camps of California she did not seat up tobe 
an art critic; she was content with the lith- 
ographic illustrations of. the Writs & 
FARGO coaches and the transient circus 
posters. But when Mrs, MacKay 
with her diamonds, her hotel, her 
chateau, her toadies and purasites, 
represents the fifty millions of the Bonan- 
za King, she becomes ipso facto an 
authority not to be disputea under penalty 
of burning. 

This is the idea which runs through the 
history of American art. STEWART never. 
pretended to be a connoisseur until he was 
worth at least a million; but when the war 
enabled him to size up a pile of seventy mill- 
ions, he wever allowed any one to dispute 
his dictum on art matters. Brnty VanpER- 
BILT, exiled to Staten Island by a stern par- 
ent, and wearily teasing the arid bosom of 
ungrateful Mother Earth with a hoe, dis- 
claimed all art knowledge. But the death 
of the old man and an inheritance of two 
hundred millions bas made VANDERBILT 
what he calls a “conoosher.” In fact, he is 
the leading authority on art in. this country. 
His modesty leads him to defer te his friend 
JOHNNY RoCKAFELLER in the matter of oil

Company so 
long that he knows more about them things,” 
but in judging a picture of a trotting horse, 
VANDERBILT now claims to know more 
than his own trainer.

THE MONKEY AND THE Car. 

The way in which the members of the 
Missouri State Democratic Committee who 
are in Washington have treated the repre- 
sentatives of the City of St.Louis recalls the 
well-known fable of ZsoP about the monkey 
and the chestnuts.

As the State Committee had not taken the 
trouble to raise acent of the money needed, 
this thoughtfulness of theirs was appreci- 
ated by the St. Louis workers, who, however, 
said nothing. 

Now itappears that, having reached Wash- 
ington in safety, the State;Committee dead- 
heads arerunning the whole business and 
crowding St. Louis men into the back- 


jground. Itis such little amenities as this 


which explain the reluctance of men who 
respect themselves to take a hand in any 
business connected with politics. 


THE House shows a disposition to do its 
duty and make a good record for itself in one 
respect atleast.

SAN FRANCISCO, February 2.—Owing to @ 
heavy rainstorm telegraphic communication bas 
been interrupted with Southern California since 
Sunday night. Les Angeles dispatches received 
this evening via Deming say the Oguen Siate dam 
in the Los Angeles river broke Sunday evening, 
producing the most disastrous flood ever experi- 
enced there. The lower portion of the city was 
completely inundated and hundreds of families 
obliged to abandon their houses and seek shelter 
on the bills. Forty buildings were washed away. 


The loss is upwards of $150,00¢. From Los 
Angeles to Majiere,a distance of one hundred 
miles, hardly one mile of the Southern Pacifie 
track remains intact.

AN IMPORTUNATE BENEFACTOR. 

Under the old regime the Turkish viziers 
used to arrogate to themselves the privilege 
of personaily er the bazars and 
administering justice in the public streets. 

One day as a vizier was passing through the 
bazar, he stopped before a butcher's stall 
and ordered the people of his suite to ascer- 
tain if the man’s weights were just. They 
were found to be false. Upon this the pasha 
immediately ordered. the buteher’s hand 
to be cut off. Buta janissary of the vizier’s 
suite intervened to solicit the guilty man’s 
pardon. His request was proapte d the 
pasha, who contented himself with giving the 
butcher a reprimand weil spiced with ex- 
pressions of an ultra-picturesque descrip- 
tion. 

From that day, the janissary never failed 
to pose as the butcher’s benefactor when- 
ever oppurtunity offered. Every time he 
went throegh the bazar he would always 
hail the man, saying: 

“Ah! if it hadu’t been forme you would 
have had your hand cut off!’ : 

The first, the second, even thetenth time 
this happened, the butcher, knowing of the 
extent of his ebligation, smiled, and by his 
reply manifested the liveliest gratitude. But 
he became weary at last ef such incessant 
reiterations. One day when the janissary 
was again approaching, ready to recom- 
mence his jitany, the butcher, losing ail pa- 
tience, chopped off his own hand and flung 
it into his benefactor’s. face, shouting:

Then complaints 
commenced to pour into the divan, and a 
great clamor for the criminal’s exemplary 
punishment was raised.

HE LOST HIS WATCHES 


And Judge Barclay Decides that Mr. Ger- 
ardi Need Not Pay for Them. 

Judge Barclay decided an interesting point this 
morning in the case of Hagstoz against Gerardi.
